London, April 19.—Germans were completely repulsed in: 


the attack they launched yesterday around Givencliy on the 
southern side bf^the Lys battle front, the War. Office an- 
nounced'today. When the assault ceased after heavy losses; 
the enemy had only-been able to secure: a limited footing at 
one or two points of the more advanced British defences. Six 
different German divisions, it has been determined, were en- 
gaged in the unsuccessful attack in the Givenchy region. 


Enemy attacks yesterday morning.on the British line in the 


northern part of the Lys battle area suoth of.Kemmcl were 
successfully repulsed. The enemy launched'further attacks 
last evening south of Kemmel. These were brpken up-by the 
British artillery and machine gun fire. /Thetc^Wai no change 
in the sit^aliori^along^h^^ittlre-Bni^sh'^ 
which'pasBpd in comparative quiet, with the exccptiori of ac- 
tivity by the artillery on both sides. In minor enterprises at 
various points during the night the British captured a few 
prisoners arid some machine guns.

witnesses swore to what they knew to be false. 
All of Hie 


witnesses were under oath when testifying-and their testi- 
mony was taken down by a stenographer. 
The records 


showed many flat contradictions in their evidence, warranting 
the conclusion that perjury had been deliberately committed. 


There is no doubt that perjury is much more common in 


the courts of this country than is commonly supposed by the 
general public. Police officers and court officials and reporters 
have no doubts on this point. They hear evidence frequently 
which they have every reason to believe to be false, but in the 
^•real majority of cases these matters are passed over lightly 
and nothing is done io correct one of the worst of crimes and 
abuses, for when perjury goes unpunished the very founda- 
tion of law, order and civilization is threatened. The safety 
of person nnd property is jeopardized when false swearing 
can be practiced with impunity. 


In many cases it is a difficult matter lo convict of the crime 


of perjury. 
Under -Ihe prejext of con fusion,-, poor jnempry, 


misunderstanding, etc., "a false witness aided by anLmscrupii- 
Ions lawyer is often able to find a loophole through which to 
crawl when charged with perjury, and for this reason the 
penally should be imposed in every casein which perjury can 
be proved. ' 


A lamentable fact in connection with Ihis miserable busi- 


ness is thai in many cases the witness who swears to a lie'is 
not primarily responsible for his act, but is prompted thereto 
by an unscrupulous lawyer. 
While the majority of lawyers! 


are houorable:men there are those among them who will re-J 


sorl lo any means to win a case, including perjury on the part 
of their witnesses when this is considered necessary. 
At the 


annual meeting of (he New England Walch and 'Ward 'Society 
in Boston a few days ago. Hie presjdenl of the society said:
